Clarifying Caira’s contract 


Se ree The sever- 
‘nce package of the newly exe- 
tuted contract of Town 
‘Manager Michael Caira has 
‘proven controversial to some in 
-town who find it extravagant. 
‘The contract, which was 
‘approved during a meeting of 
‘Phe Board of Selectmen in 
‘March, affords the town man- 
‘ager to be paid for the remain- 
der of the three years of his ree 
appointment- if he»were~to ‘be- 
removed without just cause 
from his position at any point 
between now and the expiration 
of the agreement, 

Opponents of the severance 
agreement find such an 
arrangement to be too extrava- 
gant. Proponents of the stipu- 
lation argue that the severance 
package serves as a deterrent 
to protect the town manager 
from a whimsical dismissal, 
which some believe could hap- 
pen if certain candidates are 
elected to the Board of 
Selectmen on April 19. 
(Proponents do agree, however, 
that the manager would be 
removed without severance pay 
if just cause to do so was to be 
established. ) 

In comparing the new con- 


tract with the current one that 
was signed in 2000, two differ- 
ences can be found in Section 3 
of both documents, which 
addresses Termination and 
Severance Pay. 

In the 2000 contract, sever- 
ance is set at four months of 
salary to be paid in a lump sum 
payment if the Town Manager 
is terminated other than for 

of when 


ance of all salary remaining 
within the agreed upon con- 
tract. In other words, if the 
‘Town Manager is dismissed 
without just cause one year into 
the contract, he receives the 
remaining two years’ worth of 
salary in one lump payment. If 
the Town Manager is dismissed 
without just cause two years 
and 364 days into the contract, 
he receives a severance pay-

ment of one day's worth of 


salary. 

Another difference between 
the two contracts exist within 
the definitions in each of the 
term “just cause.” 

According to the 2000 con- 
tract, “In the event Employee 
(Town Manager) is terminated 
because of a felony conviction, 
then, and in that event, 
Employer (Town gf 
Wilmington) shall have no 


severance sum designated in 
this paragraph.” 

With the phrase “then, and in 
that event,” that contract stipu- 
lates that a severance will be 
paid for any misdeed resulting 
in anything less than a felony 
conviction.

‘Uncle Sam offers tax credits to 
help pay tuition bills, if you qual- 
ify. The Hope Credit, worth as 
njuch as $1,500, applies only to 
tuition fees for the first two years 
of schooling after high school 
The Lifetime Learning credit cov- 
eys twenty percent of any kind of 
eligible higher education expens- 
es, up to $5,000 ($10,000 in 
2002). Both types of education 
credits have income limits: 
$41,000 modified adjusted gross 
inceme for a single taxpayer, 
$82,000 for couples filing jointly 
(this goes up slightly in 2003). 

There’s also a $3,000 deduction 
for college costs—available 
whether or not you itemize. 
Income limits here are $65,000 
for singles, $130,000 for couples 
filing jointly. 

What if your income is too high 
to qualify for the credits? If your 
child has a tax liability for his 
own income, it may be worth- 
while for you to waive the 
dependency exemption for him 
and let him take the credit on his 
own return.

‘Only 17 percent of registered voters headed to the 
polls to cast their ballots during the annual town 
election that was held in Tewksbury on Saturday, 
April 5. 

‘That’s it? Seventeen percent? That’s not good. 

According to the Office of Town Clerk Elizabeth 
Carey, there are 29,960 residents who live in 
Tewksbury. Let’s break that figure down. 

Of those 29,960 residents, 18,119 of them are regis- 
tered voters. Of those 18,119 registered voters, only 
3,071 cast their ballots last weekend. Seventeen 
percent. 

It comes down to this. The direction that 
Tewksbury will take in terms of taxes, education, 
the environment, development, politics and other 
matters was determined for the majority by a 
minority. Where were the thousands of other reg- 
istered voters last weekend? Talk about being con- 
tent to leave one’s fate in the hands of another. 

This week the Office of the Town Clerk chose not 
to speculate about the low voter turnout. 

The quality of the candidates was certainly not a 
factor. Good men and women in town worked hard 
and positively to either keep their seats on a board 
or committee or be freshly elected to one. 

Maybe it was Saturday’s disagreeable weather 
that kept voters away. It was a rather nasty day of 
sleet and snow. That, however; is no excuse, not 
when we have soldiers who have recently defended 
our freedoms in the midst of stinging, blinding 
sand storms in Iraq. 

The Office of the Town Clerk needs not feel badly. 
Featute stories and press releases in regards to all 
matters pertaining to the coming election were 
published regularly in local newspapers. The Town 
Clerk’s Office did its job. When all is said and 
done, it is the responsibility of the voter to head to 
the polls and support the’ candidates of his or her, 
ehoice. 

At the Tewksbury Public Library on Saturday, a 
woman could be observed at one point making her 
way through the bad weather to her car after cast- 
ing her vote. 

“Isn’t it beautiful in America to have the right to 
vote?” she beamed to those she passed by.

into her car and driving away.

According to the 2003 con- 
tract, “Notwithstanding the 
foregoing, however, the 
Employer shall have no obliga- 
tion to pay the Severance 
Payment in the event the 
Employee is terminated for 
gross misconduct in office, 
malfeasance, or for any con- 
duct resulting in a felony con- 
viction.” 

With the addition of “gross 
misconduct” and “malfea- 
sance,” the threshold for termi- 
nation has most assuredly been 
lowered. 

“Gross misconduct” is a diffi- 
cult term to define and not nec- 
essarily easy to argue in court, 
especially in cases deal ing’ ‘with 
labor law. \ 

According to the Employee 
Benefits Institute of America, 
in the court case of Chatterjee 
v. School District of 
Philadelphia, 2001, for instance, 
a high school teacher was fired 
and then sued the school dis- 
trict that fired him for COBRA 
benefits. The school district 
argued that it had terminated 
the teacher’s employment for 
gross misconduct and was 
therefore not obligated to offer 
COBRA. The court noted that 
COBRA does not specifically 
define gross misconduct and 
that other courts deciding 
COBRA gross _ misconduct 
cases have borrowed defini- 
tions of “willful misconduct” or 
similar terms found in state 
unemployment compensation 
laws. The teacher, in this case, 
was granted COBRA benefits. 

According to Wilmington 
Town Counsel Michael 
Newhouse, the inclusion of 
malfeasance in the new con- 
tract lowers the threshold of 
termination dramatically. 

“The Board of Selectmen 
would not have to pay sever- 
ance to the Manager if he were 
terminated for malfeasance,” 
Newhouse states. 
“Malfeasance generally _is 
defined as wrongful conduct 
that affects the performance of 
one's official duties.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy, 
who opposed Caira’s re- 
appointment, has publicly 
made allegations of gross mis- 
conduct against the town man-

ager more than once. 

McCoy charges that Caira 
entered into negotiations with a 
Wilmington company, which 
McCoy contests “was stealing 
millions of dollars worth of 
sewer” services without con- 
sulting the Board of Selectmen. 
McCoy states that Caira settled 
with that company for $1 mil- 
lion, an amount that McCoy 
asserts was much too low. 

According to Caira, the town 
discovered an irregularity in 
what the company was paying 
for water and sewage services 
after a routine inspection per- 
formed by the town’s Water 
Department. After a myriad of 
calculations, a figure was 
brought before the company 
and was disputed by the com- 
pany in question. The matter 
went to court and a judge made 
a ruling that the company did; 
in fact, owe the town of 
Wilmington a substantial 
amount of money. The judge 
did now, , make a rul- 
ing as to a specific sum. A 
number of further negotiations 
between the town and the com- 
pany ensued, and the figure of 
$1 million was eventually 
reached. 

Caira stresses that all calcu- 
lations and negotiations includ- 
ed not just himself, but also 
Town Counsel Newhouse and 
officials from the town’s Water 
and Sewage Commission. 

“The Board of Selectmen was 
not notified because it fell 
under the authority of the 
Water and Sewage Commission 
and the Town Counsel,” Caira 
states. “Clearly, there was no 
impropriety.” 

McCoy further alleges that 
Caira allowed a “sexual preda- 
tor” in the employ of the town 
to resign with full benefits. 

“There was a town employee, 
while on town time, stalking 
and harassing females in our 
community,” McCoy charges. 
“This town employee was noth- 
ing more than a sexual preda- 
tor, loose on town time. The

Local softball star 
puts on coach's cap

On March 12, 1989, 
Wilmington High two-sport star 
and starting catcher Judy 
O'Connell had a date after the 
Wildcats’ softball match at 
Methuen High. 

She remembers the date well

The first line of any homeland security that people 
are usually aware of is the police department as rep- 
resented by the vehicles cruising the streets in search 
of suspicious activity or citizens needing some kind of 


special aid. 


In the Middlesex East area the various depart- 
ments have an assortment of ways to keep their fleets 


in the best condition possible. 
For most this means a sched- 
uled replacement of vehicles 
on a rotation basis. 

Those police departments 
that are not replacing vehicles 
on a regular basis are playing 
with time bombs that may 
leave them with fleets that 
unprotected by manufacturers 
warranties. 

In North Reading, Police 
Detective Thomas Romeo is 
hoping his town can get back 
on schedule by next year. 

“On average we replace 
two to three vehicles per- 
year,” Detective Romeo said. 
“This year there will be no 


“ new vehicles because of the 


budget.” 

According to Romeo, the 
town may not see the effects 
right away. However, the town 
has only purchased two vehi- 
cles in the last two years, one 
for the chief and one patrol 
vehicle, 

“Our fleet has over one 
million miles,” Romeo said. 

He noted that the mileage 
alone does constitute all of the 
usage, which is better calcu- 
lated in hours. 

“We also look at the run 
time,” Romeo added. 

. To the town’s credit, 

;Romeo noted that North 
Reading is pro-active in its 
fleet maintenance and works 
toward a goal of keeping the 
vehicles under the manufac- 
tures warranty, 

Like the others communi- 
ties surveyed, North Reading

According. to Romeo, the 
North Reading system is 
based on the bid received by 
the Greater Boston Police 
Council, which awards a bid 
on a regional basis. However, 
North Reading then asks for 
more bids based on their spec- 
ifications. 

“Some dealers will come in 
$200 to $300 cheaper,” Romeo 
said. “Our specifications are 
pretty comparable to other 
communities.” 

Wakefield also bids without 
aid from the Greater Boston 
Police Council. 

Police Chief Stephen 
Doherty. ¢aid, “We follow the 
state bid process, but we take 
bids from area Ford Dealers.” 

Chief Doherty has been 
replacing cruisers three at a 
time until last year when he 
was cut back to two new vehi- 
cles, In the first ten years he 
was on the job, one of the new 
vehicles was assigned for his 
personal use. 

Lieutenant Richard 
DeFelice, the procurement 
officer for the department, 
who said, “This put a crimp in 
my maintenance schedule”, 
defends the practice. 

According to Lt, DeFelice, 


the chief would use the car for 
a one-year period putting an 
average of 20,000 miles on: it 
and being meticulous about its 
maintenance and upkeep. 
Because the vehicle would 
have only one driver it was 
broken in properly and overall 
the vehicles that started out 
being driven by the Chief 
would last longer than the 
other cars, ‘ 

DeFelice said that vehicles 
average about 80,000 miles in 
the first year of frontline 
usage. 

“The 80,000 miles you see on 
the cruiser does not compare 
to the hours of operation,” he 
added. 

Doherty noted that the 
Wakefield bid specifications 
require that the dealer making 
the bid come out to Wakefield 
and look over at least six vehi- 
cles that could be put up for 
trade-in. The vehicles are cars 
that’are‘in use by other town 
departments after they were 
recycled out of police use. 

Under the Wakefield stan- 
dards, a frontline vehicle stays 
in service for two years and it 
is then recycled to easier use

New England Neon 
exhibit opens April 12 


This sizzle of electricity, the 
clack of flashing lights, and 
colors that “outshine the sun- 
shine”--it’s “New England 
Neon,” on view at the National 
Heritage Museum, April 12 
through September 14. Born of 
a marriage between advertis- 
ing and science, neon signs 
have long enlivened New 
England streets. “New England 
Neon,” will feature over 20 
neon signs from the 1920s 
through the 1970s~some as long 
as 18 feet and as high as 12 
feet-as well as materials relat- 
ed to how the signs were made 
and sold. 

The exhibition will introduce 
visitors to the colorful history 
of neon signs, from the heady 
days of their first introduction 
to Boston byways to the boom 
times of the late 1940s and 
1950s, when businessmen 
across the region advertised 
with bright and distinctive bea- 
cons of commerce. 

“New England Neon” is 
drawn from the local collection 
of Dave and Lynn Waller. The 
signs on view represent more 
than 30 years of collecting.

The final and highest level 
of quality in steel doors is the 
two-inch “sandwich” door, 
which boasts a layer of insula- 
tion the full thickness of the 
section, sandwiched between 
an outer and inner layer of 
steel skin. 

If you choose a steel door, 
remember to check both the 
steel gauge and paint finish. 
Gauge refers to the steel’s 
thickness; the most durable 
gauges are 24 and 25 while 
gaiiges of 26 and 28 are lighter 
and less durable. The best steel 
doors boast a polyester finish 
coat over epoxy primer, 
them paintable if a color 
change is desired. 

While not as common as 
steel doors, plastic garage 


doors offer their own advan- 
tages.
